It was a state of things he bad 
never known in the history of firms. He 
had never known a firm in England where 
the partners not only had sccounts with the 
firm bat had also scoounta one with the 
other—a firm not only having accounts with 
the outside world, but the various members 
of it having sccounts and dealings between 
theméblves at what the Chinese called the 
inner counter. It was proved that vaiious 
firms which formed the Sun Yee had doal- 
ings with that bedy. They could not aay 
thero was no evidence, Tho firms had bad 
dealings with oach other. The mombera 
of that firm had s distinct basis for dealing 
with the Sun Yee, two months’ credit, with 
certain percentages for ona mouth’s credit 
and for cash. According to the settled 
practico laid down anybody having good 
credit co 1d coms and purobase any quao- 
tity of opium on those distinc: terms, The 
Yaa Wo exerciaed that option in a perfectly 
lawfal maon-r, on the 25th December 
1879. The Yan Wo represented 8 Direct- 
ors, or one half the Directorate of the Su. 


80. 
Mr Francis: They represented four- 
tenths of the capital of the Company. 

Mr Hayllar said he was not talkiog about 
that, Hessid the Yan Wo comprised one 
half the Directorate of the Company. 
They bought from Sun Yee as such the 
opium now in dispute in precisely the same 
manuer ai tue Vai Yik and the Tal Lee, 
which was composed of the other eight 
Directors, subsequently bought all the re- 
maining opium belonging to the Sun Yeo 
at San Francisco and at the Australian 
ports, The Yan Wo, the Tai Yik and the 
Vai Lee were all procisely on the same 
footing.

Thoy had about the samo value of opium 
‘ransferred to their own namo in pre- 
cisely the same way as the sala took 
place, which the defendants would persiet 
in calling an illegal, impropor transaction, 
@ converting of the goods to their own use 
by the plaintiffs, which meant stealing if 1t 
meant anything. He believed the fact was 
tbat the final winjing up of the Sun Yoo’s 
affairs was present in the minds of both
